APOLEON first learned of the 
widorv Josephine de Benuhar- 
aala -when she called to thank 
him In person for restoring to 


her son Eugene the sword of his fa- 
ther» -who had perished by the guillo- 
tine. She was attractive, and he toot 
the opportunity to secure a closer in- 
timacy. His advances "were -welcome, 
as may be judged by the following 
note penned by Josephine to General 
Bonaparte shortly after the Qrst meet- 
ing: 


You no longer come to see a friend who

Again iu France, Napoleon refused

Napoleon responded to the invitation 


to take luncheon with Josephine, and, 
Rays Marshal Mannont in hts memoirs, 
"he fell in love with her in the fullest 
sense of the word. JJe wns twcnty- 
Elx, she more than thirty-two. 
Al- 


though she had lost all her freshness, 
she discovered how to please him." 
1 Napoleon's passion for the Creole 
•widow, whose life had been filled with 
adrerttnre, called forth less comment 
at the time of it than afterward, when 
Ihe ineongniHy of the match became 
apparent. His family disapproved. All 
Paris "was in a ferment over tbe ever 
changing scenes, and Napolson's con- 


t of the sections, marriage and. de- 


vorce took place. Meanwhile tlie union 
hud proved childless, Xapoleon wns 
made hereditary emperor, and Joseph- 
ine was crowned empress. Napoleon's 
minister of police, Fouclie, claims to 
have broached the subject of divorce 
to Josephine In the interest of Napo- 
leon on the plea that France desired nn 
heir born to tlie throne.

In due time 


Charles was "banished from the army 
of Ita'.y by order of the commander In 
chief." 


Josephine, on her part, had no dif- 


ficulty in softening the wrath of Na- 
poleon. Mr. Frederic llasson, who has 
made a profound study of Napoleon's 
personality, held that, since Napoleon 
Joved Josephine, the only thing to do 
was to take her back without re- 
proaches. This view Is attributed to 
the oriental element In his nature. 


But durliiR the separation -which fol- 


lowed the Genoa incident Napoleon's 
letters changed tone. He wrote news 
rather than love and himself 
found 


reasons why Josephine could not join 
him. At the end of the Italian cam- 
paign Napoleon and Josephine were 
reunited In Parts. During the winter 
of 1787-OS the conqueror of Italy was 
the greatest figure in France, and Jo- 
sephine shared the honors.

Egypt
